The market, 
which will take place every Tuesday from 3:00 to 7:00 pm, 
will be in place of the former Rochester Farmers' Market, 
which used to take place on Saturday mornings. 

Janice Leary-Jones, the director of the market, 
says that she hopes to make the weekly market a family- 
friendly event with lots of community activities and local 
vendors to draw in the crowds. 'T want to make it an 
inviting, warm, vibrant [market] - truly a family event,'' 
she said. Besides having local farms represented, there 
will be occasional artisan booths and perhaps a nitrite- 
free hot dog stand that utilizes local ingredients for 
condiments. 

Ms. Leary-Jones said that the produce and goods 
would all be locally grown, with the furthest vendor 
coming from Westport, MA. "This farmers' market is 
truly focusing on sustainability," said Ms. Leary-Jones, 
who noted that a lot of the vendors produce organic and 
pesticide-free produce. 

The Old Rochester Farmers' Market received final 
approval for school grounds use on June 21, which means 
that Ms. Leary-Jones has had to scramble a bit to get the 
wheels in motion. Since many vendors were already 
attending markets on Saturday mornings, Tuesday 
afternoon was the most opportune time for a variety of 
vendors, and will make the transition into the school year 
easier, since the market will be in session until October 19. 

For a seasoned farmers' market veteran like 
Weston Lant of Lucky Field Organics, Tuesday afternoon 
is a good time for a farmers' market, because there are 
fewer competing markets during that time period. "All 
the competition is on Saturday," said Mr. Lant. Markets 
during the week capture the buyers who are running out 
of produce since their last weekend farmers' market visit, 
making for regular customers during the work week. 
"After the third or fourth week, you can gauge business. . . 
you start to see the familiar faces," said Mr. Lant. 

Vendors at the first ORR market said that 
business was good for a first day, and that the time 
worked out well for them. By Tuesday afternoon, patrons

Summer Reading Goes Green at the Library

The libraries in the Tri-Town are not left empty 
and forgotten in favor of the beach during the summer (as 
one particular reporter admittedly thought), but rather 
become the ultimate destination for families, tweens and 
teens. The three libraries in the Tri-Town have worked 
hard to entice these potential beach-goers with various 
events and reading programs and visiting authors in the 
''Go Green at Your Library'' summer reading program. 

Linda Burke, the director of the children's 
program at the Mattapoisett library, explained that the 
state-wide "Go Green" theme encourages kids to learn 
about the environment and ways they can care for the 
earth. 

The Mattapoisett summer reading program began 
this week and will continue for six weeks. Ms. Burke said 
that "children are encouraged to read over the summer" 
and that if children read for a total of six hours (which 
breaks down to one hour a week) they will then be invited 
to the "make your own ice-cream sundae party" complete 
with lawn games and fun activities at the end of the 
summer. Little kids can participate too; if they can't read 
yet, they can count listening time. Regular check-ins are 
encouraged, and story times and craft days make it fun. 

For older kids, a more challenging program is 
offered which consists of a bingo card with each square 
representing a different genre (mystery, biography, etc.) 
and kids are asked to get five in a row. Another option is 
to read a book and then write a review. Ms. Burke said 
there are already over 200 kids signed up, and those 200 
kids will be visiting the library each week. 

The Mattapoisett library has a particularly busy 
day planned for Tuesday, July 6. The first activity planned 
is the "discovery club" which is open to any children who 
have just completed grades 1,2, and 3. This group will 
"study flowers and plants, collect specimens, measure 
trees and look at bark and more."

Locals Participate in Scavenger Hunt

Have you ever asked a man for a shirt off his 
back? Fished for pretzels with a gummy worm? Created a 
hand puppet out of a paper bag, named it, and performed 
a song inspired by your creation? These were among 
the tasks participants attempted at a June 26 Starlight 
Children Foundation's STARmazing fundraiser. Unlike 
typical fundraisers, the STARmazing event is a scavenger 
hunt where more than 25 small teams scour all of Boston 
completing tasks, uncovering clues, and often engaging 
in outlandish behavior, all in good fun for an important 
cause. 

That Saturday, Sandra King - with her friends 
Jocelyn DaLuz and Carol Simmons - braved the heat for 
more than two hours, traveling by foot throughout Boston 
with a list of ten tasks to complete. Although the Tri- 
Town team named the "Yankee Doodle Dandies'' did not 
complete the full list, the group did raise more than $1,000 
for the foundation. "We didn't win, but we had a lot of 
fun," said Ms. King. 

The Starlight Children's Foundation is an 
organization that helps seriously ill children and their 
families cope with their pain, fear and isolation through 
entertainment, education and family activities. Ms. King 
learned firsthand the importance of the organization 
when her son was diagnosed with cancer five years 
ago. She said while her son underwent treatment, the 
organization provided her family with tickets to see 
Wicked in Boston. 

"When you are caught up in the day-to-day 
drudgery of chemotherapy, it is special to have something 
like that come to you that is fun," Ms. King said. She said 
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the organization often sent emails to her family, with 
offers of tickets to shows and sports games. 

Since that time, she has adopted the Starlight 
Children's Foundation as her charity. In fact, in addition 
to the Yankee Doodle Dandies, Ms. King recruited two 
other teams to participate this year - one of which earned 
first place in the entire competition and won the grand 
prize of a dinner, hotel stay, and tickets to a popular 
show. 

According to a pedometer strapped to a 
teammate, Ms. King said the Yankee Doodle Dandies 
walked 4.8 miles completing tasks and uncovering clues 
in Boston. Each step is one closer to better care and 
assistance for families coping with serious illness. 
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Resident Petitioning to Make Goodspeed a 
Dog Beach

If you ask the dog lovers in town, they'll tell you: 
Goodspeed Island has always been a dog beach. 

But as far as town bylaws are concerned, there 
is currently no official beach for dogs. Goodspeed has 
been accepted by most residents as an unofficial dog 
beach over the years, but at a recent Mattapoisett Board 
of Selectmen meeting, the issue came to a head when 
residents of Depot Street - which abuts the access road to 
Goodspeed Island - complained about people letting their 
dogs off their leashes and leaving dog waste in the area. 

According to Mattapoisett resident and dog 
owner Amy Hardwick, town taxpayers deserve to have a 
place to take their dogs without being hassled. 

"Most dog owners are responsible,'' said Ms. 
Hardwick. "On oppressive days, dogs need to swim. You 
can walk them down [to Goodspeed], but you can't let 
them swim. . . if the dogs can't go there, where are they 
going to go?" 

Ms. Hardwick, proud owner of two energetic 
dogs named Nailah and Daisy, said that since she 
moved to Mattapoisett in 1973, Goodspeed Island was 
always considered a dog beach. It wasn't until recently 
that abutting neighbors started complaining, claiming 
a proliferation of dog waste and even land abuse from 
digging and rambunctious dogs. 

There are 839 registered dogs in Mattapoisett, and 
registry fees for each spayed/ neutered dog is $7 annually. 
The Town of Mattapoisett collects approximately $6,000 
annually from dog owners in town, which Ms. Hardwick 
says is more than enough to help maintain one dog beach, 
keeping it supplied with pick-up bags and allowing the 
highway department to regularly empty the trash located 
there. 

Ms. Hardwick said that she frequented the 
Goodspeed Island area until complaining neighbors 
made it difficult. "Every time I see people down there 
with dogs, they always have them on leashes until they 
reach the water," she said. In her estimation, most dog 
owners in the area have been responsible, but the animal 
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control officer is still called on her whenever she goes to 
Goodspeed. "I always see [Officer Kathy Massey] when I 
visit that beach. I know as I go in the entrance, by the time 
I reach the beach, the animal control truck will be pulling 
up/' 

To avoid the ''hassle'', Ms. Hard wick tried taking 
her dogs to Aucoot during the off-season, but the animal 
control officer was called on her there, too. Her only 
option is to take her dogs to town landing, but she said 
that sharp clamshells and hard pavement in the cramped 
area is no place for dogs to run and cool off in the water. 
With no other options in town - dogs are technically 
banned from the grass at Ned's Point - Ms. Hard wick 
feels her only option is to go door-to-door and petition to 
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make Goodspeed an official dog beach. 

According to former selectman Ray Andrews, the 
beach was deemed a dog beach at a 1990s town meeting, 
but the vote was never recorded. That means the vote 
doesn't count, and the town would have to vote again 
at the next town meeting if Ms. Hardwick collects 100 
signatures on her petition. 

Officer Massey said that she would "absolutely" 
support this petition, and said, "There are an awful lot of 
responsible dog owners out there... the dogs have to go 
somewhere. It's just a handful [of dog owners] that don't 
care." As far as dog clean-up goes, the town has made 
sure that a receptacle near the Railroad Ave parking lot 
is kept stocked with doggie disposal bags, making no 
excuses for irresponsible pet owners. 

Officer Massey is not sure that an official 
declaration of Goodspeed Island as a dog beach would 
cut down on calls, but she does think that it would be a 
fair move for the responsible dog owners in town, and 
she hopes that some kind of truce could be made between 
complaining neighbors and dog owners. "There are 23 
miles of coastline to cover [in Mattapoisett]," Ms. Massey 
said. "I can't be everywhere at once. One place is not 
more important than another." 

Ms. Hardwick said that anyone interested in 
signing the petition is welcome to call her at 508-758-3080. 

Rochester Land Trust Tour Celebrates the Barn

Rochester was home to the second annual 
Rochester Land Trust (RLT) Barn Tour last Sunday, and 
the event was met with wild success. Shortly after the 
event started, tour maps were sold out, leaving volunteers 
to scramble for copies. According to one volunteer, over 
60 carloads of people were out on the barn tour at any 
given time. 

The tour, which consisted of nine stops in 
Rochester, celebrated the dying breed of architecture that 
sometimes New Englanders take for granted: the barn. 
"Barns are an important part of our landscape," said RLT 
member Noreen Hartley. Although modern times have 
rendered many barn-uses obsolete, they still represent a

major part of New England's agricultural history. "We try 
to encourage people to see the importance of their barns/' 
added Ms. Hartley. 

Since maintaining antique barns means labor 
and cost, many landowners let them fall into disrepair, 
making them increasingly rare as the years go by. But 
there are some historically minded people who see the 
value in keeping this part of America's past alive, which 
makes the Rochester Barn Tour possible. 

"Barns were historically much more important 
than they are now," said Ms. Hartley, who noted that the 
barn was often built before the home in old days, since the 
need to care for livestock was immediate and the family 
members could hole up in a corner of the barn until their

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home was constructed. 

The tour included landmark sites in Rochester, 
like the working farms, and it included private residences 
like Susan and Clayton Adams' home on New Bedford 
Road. 

The Adams' barn is located behind their 1860 
farmhouse, and was moved from the center of town 
(from where the Rochester Women's Clubhouse is) to its 
current location in the 1870s. For a century, the building 
functioned as a dairy farm and is still equipped with 
many of the tools of the dairy trade, including antique 
cow stanchions, which were used to keep the cow still 
during a milking. 

Shortly after the barn stopped functioning as a 
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dairy farm in the 1970s, the property underwent a short 
stint as a nine-hole golf course. 

According to Ms. Adams, the barn was 
"encumbered'' with overgrowth when they purchased 
the property in 1995. She and her husband worked to 
break the barn free from decades of growth and continue 
to maintain the old structure to this day. Ms. Adams 
describes herself as a preservationist, who lovingly 
restored the barn for history's sake. Ever since 9/ 11, an 
American flag has adorned the entrance of the barn, and 
an old cement slab that Ms. Adams uses as a summer 
breakfast nook was once the site of a silo. 

The Adams' house is on land originally owned 
by "Witchcraft Mark Haskell", a legendary Rochester 
citizen who, according to Mary Hall Leonard in her book 
Mattapoisett and Old Rochester, Massachusetts, fled from 
Salem, MA during the witch trials to avoid being placed 
on a jury. The Haskell name is prolific in Rochester 
cemeteries and history books, as they were a major part of 
sculpting the town. 

Further on the tour, rows of yellow buildings 
with green trim marked the Hiller farm. The Hiller family 
barn is a "vacation spot" for Clydesdale horses, and the 
Hiller property, including its buildings, have been used 
for everything from schoolhouses to general stores to 
a bowling alley. At this stop, participants got to enjoy 
bucolic views and nuzzle up to some impressive horses. 
Bob Hiller was also present to answer questions about his 
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family's longtime operation. 

'The Hiller family has worked hard over the 
years to preserve their farm/' said RLT member Kirby 
Gilmore. The Hiller family could' ve split up their lots 
over the years for financial gain, but instead they have 
kept it undeveloped, maintaining Rochester's rural 
appeal. 

The 1756 Hiller horse barn was also moved at 
some point in the 19th century, from its original spot 
across the street. Moving barns, as evidenced in the 
barn tour, was a very common practice. The timber and 
hardware wasn't cheap, and every bit of material in the 
1800s was used and salvaged until it could no longer 
function. "If it took a week to move it, it didn't matter," 
said Mr. Gilmore. 

The final stop on the tour was a 1790 English barn 
at Rochester resident Ben Gilmore' s property on Walnut 
Plain Road. The three-bay barn was originally located 
on New Bedford Road, and Mr. Gilmore purchased the 
barn in the 1990s to move and restore it to its current 
location behind his 1808 Federalist home. The three bays 
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distinguish the barn as EngHsh-style - the center bay 
would have contained thresh and the two flanking bays 
w^ould have contained hay and grain storage. 

Mr. Gilmore salvaged about 60 percent of the 
original barn structure that once stood at the Nathaniel 
Haskell house, and moved the barn by labeling beams 
during the disassembling process, for reassembly at its 
new location. In the upper bays, Mr. Gilmore and his wife 
decorated the barn with antique spinning wheels and old 
Ocean Spray cranberry crates. 

When asked why they spend the time and money 
involved in the barn's restoration, Mr. Gilmore answered, 
"just for fun.'' The barn is used recreationally now, a relic 
of the hard work that barns once represented. 

Barn tour attendees enjoyed a catered meal, 
including chocolate chip cookies and macaroons, in the 
Gilmore barn, while hearing more from RLT members 
about the importance of maintaining this often- 
overlooked architectural breed. 

Donations from the barn tour will go towards the 
RLT's ongoing mission to acquire land for preservation, 
and to maintain their extensive list of conservation land. 
Based on the popularity of this year's tour, it is likely that 
the RLT will conduct another barn tour next year as well. 
The RLT works closely with the Trustees of Reservations 
and the Sippican Lands Trust, but relies on the public 
for support. Ms. Hartley said, "Anybody interested 
in conservation is invited," either to donate land or to 
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become a member of the RLT. For more information, 
please visit www.RochesterLandTrust.org.

Rochester Debates Fate of 
Historic District Commission

Incorporated in 1686, Rochester is one of 
America's oldest towns, with strong ties to its colonial 
past. With such rich history in its backyard, residents now 
are at odds with how to best preserve the character of the 
town center in the face of inevitable development. 

Rochester residents voted to create the Historic 
District Commission (HDC) in 1999 to preserve the 
historic district, which encompasses the town center and 
its immediate surroundings. Under the bylaws, residents 
living in the district must gain HDC approval for any 
constructions or alternations of buildings, although signs, 
storm/ screen windows and doors, temporary structures.

After a dispute with the HDC regarding 
renovation work on his property, the George Bonney 
House, Tom Skrutski recently petitioned the town to 
abolish the commission. However, at the May 17 town 
meeting, Mr. Skrutski tabled the article after the Attorney 
General's office told the town that under Massachusetts 
General Law, a report and public hearings are required 
prior to the commission's dissolution. Residents voted 
down a similar article in 2006, but this time two selectmen 
- Chairperson Naida Parker and Bradford Morse - 
support the petition and notified the HDC on May 24 
of their intention to include the article at the next town 
meeting.

In his own words, Mr. Skrutski said he is 
pursuing to abolish the HDC because "we have enough 
rules, regulations, bylaws that are hindering our growth 
in this town right now/' 

HDC Chairperson Debi Ladd, however, feels 
the HDC is critical in preserving Rochester, which she 
describes as pristine and untouched by outside influences. 
"There is so much in today's society that forgets what 
got us here. I have a really deep interest personally 
in preserving the past - that is part of our heritage. If 
you let that go, you remove what binds you to all of 
your ancestors," she said, adding that she joined the 
commission with a desire to "bring a gentler touch to it." 

Nevertheless, some residents feel that the 
commission is overreaching and infringes on property 
owners' rights. Ms. Parker said that as chairperson of 
the select board, she commonly hears complaints from 
district residents, adding that although she "is as resistant 
to change as anybody," she supports the elimination of 
the HDC. Ms. Parker noted that applying such rules on 
houses built in the 1960s - the age of some homes in the 
district - does not make sense. 

"I have to temper my own personal feelings 
with the balance of the rights of the people who own the 
property to do what they need or want to do with their 
own property," she said, pointing out that towns such 
as Marion do not have HDCs and locals still ensure that 
architecture is respectful of the past. 

Ms. Ladd said she sympathizes with property 
owners in the historic district. "Fm a property owner. I 
wouldn't want someone coming in and saying I can or 
can't do something. I would be a lot more receptive if they 
came in and said, 'Okay, this is what you want to do, let 
me make some suggestions towards how you can do it 
and still make everybody happy,'" she said. 

Marjorie Skrutski - wife of Mr. Skrutski - is one 
homeowner who feels the commission unduly limits her 
rights. However, she decided to join the commission "as 
a voice for the people who live in the district." Under the 
HDC bylaws, at least three of the seven members must 
reside in the district. The commission currently has two 
district residents and Ms. Skrutski is seeking to fill the

vacant seat. 

'Tm not on the board to get my way. I just 
thought that maybe I could do some good. The town 
means a lot to me and more, especially because I've lived 
here my whole life/' she said. However, Ms. Skrutski 
cited several instances where she felt the commission 
overstepped its boundaries. She said that after painting 
a door to her barn, she received a letter informing her 
that certain exterior changes needed approval from the 
commission. Further, she said when a tree unexpectedly 
fell revealing her outdoor pool from the road, she 
received a letter stating she could not use the pool 
without working with the commission to remove its 
visibility. 

"If I had known what it was like, I wouldn't have 
bought this house," said Ms. Skrutski, who also felt it was 
unfair that residents outside of the district did not have to 
abide by an additional set of rules. 

Ms. Ladd, who only has been chairperson for less 
than a year, said she could not speak to incidents before 
her tenure. She did note that some confusion surrounds

what is under the commission's purview, in particular in 
regard to paint, which isn't under the HDC's umbrella. 
She also expressed concern that a small group of vocal 
people are using past events - events that she feels are no 
longer relevant - to solidify opposition to the commission. 

Overall, Ms. Ladd said of the four or five 
applications the commission has received during the past 
year, only Mr. Skrutski's George Bonney House posed 
any problems. 

Lee Carr, who received HDC approval on new 
windows for his home, said he had ''no problem" with 
the process although he felt the first experience was "too 
formal." He subsequently joined the HDC "to make 
things a little easier" for applicants. Overall, he said: "I 
think its work is important, as long as you go in and do 
it right. If the people do not think they are better than the 
rules, you don't have a problem." 

William Saltonstall - an architect who received 
commission approval to build a historic barn structure on 
behalf of a district resident - said, "I have no criticisms 
of the process. They were reasonable to deal with." 
Mr. Saltonstall said that despite his strong belief in the 
rights of property owners, "if we aren't proactive, we'll 
end up with poorly thought-out development due to 
inexperienced people. You don't want [the Rochester 
town center] to look like Route 6." 

How the HDC will shape development in the 
town center is a major component of the debate. Currently 
two sizeable plots of land - one adjacent to Plumb Corner 
Mall and another near the cemetery on Dexter Lane - will 
inevitably be developed and both Ms. Parker and Ms. 
Ladd agree that a HDC will impact the future of these 
lots. 

Bob Cummings, a planning board member 
involved in re-zoning the town's master plan, argued that 
if desired by the people, the HDC could serve a useful 
function in the center's development. For instance, the 
commission could provide architectural reviews to ensure 
buildings are at least complementary to the center, he 
said, adding that even fast food and coffee chains could 
be built to blend in with local buildings. 

Mr. Cummings cautioned against eliminating the

commission without examining whether it serves a useful 
purpose or needs to be reworked. ''You don't just throw it 
all away/' he said, equating it to the philosophy, '"I don't 
like the way you're playing, so I'm taking away your 
ball.'" 

In Selectman Parker's view, the Plumb Corner 
Mall would not have existed if the commission had been 
around at that time. "I don't think they had strip malls in 
the 1800s," she said. Mr. Cummings disagrees, however, 
arguing that it would have been built - but perhaps more 
in concert with a village-like atmosphere. Specifically, he 
said that instead of a strip mall set back on a parking lot, 
developers could have put the buildings near Rounseville 
Road with the parking lot in back. "It would have made 
it better," he said, noting that efforts to rework the town 
center overlay district could help future development 
assume a village-like character. 

In the meantime, everyone agrees that the fate 
of the HDC ultimately lies in the hands of Rochester 
residents. Indeed, the commission soon will commence 
the process that lets town locals decide its fate.

As required by state law, any commission 
considering a historic district reduction "should 
carefully examine the significance of the site, its need 
for protection, and its impact on the historic resources'' 
in a report. This report must be distributed to both the 
planning board and Massachusetts Historic Commission. 
After a required 60-day period, the commission must 
hold a public hearing, and only at that point can an article 
abolishing the commission reach the town meeting for 
vote. 

Currently, the HDC is working on the report and 
is meeting with the planning board on July 14 to receive 
their input. Although it is unclear if the process will be 
completed in time for the fall special town meeting, Ms. 
Ladd said she is committed to the process. "You honor 
the people you serve, not yourself," she said.

Women4Women Links Up 
Local Entrepreneurs

Put enough interesting people in one room and 
the possibilities are endless. 

That is the philosophy of Marion resident 
Christine Fantoni, who teamed up with Sarah Murphy 
of Mattapoisett to co-found Women4 Women, a 
Southcoast networking group. Catering to women with 
an "independent entrepreneurial spirit," Women4 Women 
offers opportunities for women to talk about their 
business and charity work in a productive manner, Ms. 
Fantoni said. 

On a quarterly basis, approximately 20-40 
women congregate on Tuesday nights at various local 
venues to discuss their work and make connections. 
Participants reside in towns throughout the Southcoast 
and encompass a range of industries and interests. These 
participants are women representing a variety of sectors, 
including health care and herbal medicine, massage 
therapy, law, accounting, real estate, social work, 
information technology, 
sales, and charity work. 

At meetings, Ms. 
Fantoni said participants 
wear tags stating their 

names and "what they are working on" as a way to alert 
others of their aspirations and hopefully receive support 
or form partnerships. The co-founders lead ice-breaking 
exercises, offer door prizes and provide an environment 
for the magic of new relationships to begin. 

Remarking on connections formed at events, Ms. 
Fantoni said she recently linked up with someone who 
she now is referring to her friend for a project. Moreover, 
she hired an attendee to develop her website. "It's so 
exciting that all these women are making connections to 
help each other in some way," she said. Ms. Murphy also 
noted that food, venue and even flower arrangements at 
events often are donated by local businesswomen. 

An engineer by training, Ms. Fantoni currently 
works at a local information services company but 
is ready to embark in a new direction. She expressed 
excitement as she is in the middle of lease negotiations 
for a space where she plans to open a women's only gym 
in November. Despite her educational background, she 
said the dominance of business marketing, fitness and

nutrition magazines on her bed stand pointed her passion 
in a clear direction. 

Ms. Murphy, who works at a local firm, said 
she is at a crossroads in figuring out her own project, 
although she is heavily involved in a therapeutic horse 
riding organization and hopes to further her charitable 
causes. Both women are mothers of two children who 
lead active lives but want a breathing space to explore 
their professional interests. 

On the topic of why the group is limited to 
women, Ms. Fantoni talked about her professional 
experience in the "male-dominated world" of the 
engineering profession. She said when she began 
meeting women and learning of their pursuits, she 
became "awakened to the amazing things women are 
doing." Ms. Fantoni noted how the stereotypically 
giving quality of women lends itself well to networking. 
"When you meet women, the first thing they often ask is 
'what can we do for you?'" she said. Ms. Murphy added 
the Women4Women events are "easier for women to 
break into" and that the informal atmosphere appeals to 

women. 

"The purpose of the 
group is to create an 
opportunity for things 
to happen, instead of 
defining what happens," said Ms. Fantoni. "The events 
we've had are energizing, they are exciting, and we 
want to keep doing them," she said, adding that she 
looks forward to finding out ten years from now how 
connections made at Women4Women events fostered 
goals, whether a new business or charity project. 

Looking into the future, the women anticipate 
the next meeting to occur sometime in early October. At 
future events they hope to possibly include a speaker, 
who would speak on financing or mentorship programs. 
Both women agree that the possibilities are endless. 

"The synergy of women trying to accomplish 
something and getting together and helping each other is 
something I don't see a point of putting a limit on," said 
Ms. Fantoni. 

"We want to see where the group evolves itself," 
added Ms. Murphy.

Sequel Sadness

The Girl Who Played With Fire. Starring Noomi 
Rapace and Michael Nyqvist. Directed by Daniel 
Alfredson. Running time: 129 minutes. 

In their first cinematic go-round, The Girl with 
the Dragon Tattoo ^ intrepid journalist Mikael Blomkvist 
(Michael Nyqvist) and goth computer hacker Lisbeth 
Salander (Noomi Rapace) didn't actually meet until about 
halfway through the film. In The Girl Who Played with 
Fire (opening in limited release July 2), they don't come 
face-to-face until the movie's almost over. They "see" 
each other twice before then: Lisbeth watches Mikael 
enter her home via remote camera, and Mikael watches 
an incriminating disc of Lisbeth being raped by her 
"guardian" in the previous film. Both show Lisbeth being 
violated — her privacy, her body. 

Grim as a funeral on a rainy Monday, The Girl 
Who Played with Fire finds Lisbeth wanted for three 
murders she didn't commit. Mikael believes she's 
innocent, and spends the movie tracking down suspects. 
The system, of course, is ready to throw away the key on 
Lisbeth — she has a checkered psychiatric history, and 
her bed partners include women as well as men. The late 
Stieg Larsson, who wrote the bestsellers these movies are 
drawn from, wanted to indict Swedish society's misogyny 
and homophobia. In Lisbeth he found the perfect afflicted 
heroine, too fierce to be a mere victim but too damaged to 
stay out of trouble. 

Lisbeth passes much of the movie in hiding, 
staying at an unregistered apartment and tapping away 
on her laptop. Mikael makes a lot of phone calls. Despite 
that — and its stately pace — the movie is not boring. 
There's a nicely erotic encounter between Lisbeth and 
an old flame (Yasmine Garbi), and a crisply staged fight 




between a boxer and a big white-haired bruiser that packs 
more excitement and tension than most of the summer 
blockbusters have to offer. At their heart, though — and 
this feels more pronounced here than in Dragon Tattoo 
— these movies are high-flown pulp; this one comes 
complete with revelations about Lisbeth's family that 
feel imported from soap opera, where everyone seems 
connected not entirely plausibly. Also, correct me if I'm 
wrong, but shouldn't being shocked with a Taser disable 
someone even if they can't feel pain? 

Ah, well. Dragon Tattoo was so good (and the 
next one. The Girl Who Kicked the Hornet's Nest, is 
said to return to those heights) that disappointment in its 
sequel is probably inevitable. Partly, as noted above, it's 
because the movie is missing the first film's chief source 
of charm — the uneasy rapport between the decent Mikael 
and the spiky Lisbeth. Both actors keep their halves of the 
film afloat — Noomi Rapace scores again with her tough- 
vulnerable portrait of Lisbeth — but the movie works less 
as a cracking mystery than as a screed against scummy 
men, and an excuse to rub Lisbeth's face in more dirt. If 
you share my fondness for the characters, that affection 
may pull you through this glumly compelling but 
unpleasant film. You may wish for more scenes like the 
tender meeting between Lisbeth and her ailing old former 
legal protector; the snarly young woman gently feeds the 
old man and even smiles at him. You may want a movie 
that gives this heroine more reasons to smile and fewer 
reasons not to.

ARTICLE 1: MATTAPOISETT NECK 
SEWER CONNECTION AND ASSESSMENT 
BYLAW: 

Voted for the Town to amend the General By-Laws 
of the Town by adding the following by-law as 
Section 3.5 of Article 3: 
3.5 SEWER CONNECTIONS 

3.5.1 Authority 

This By-Law is adopted by the Town 
under its police powers to protect public health and 
welfare and its powers under Chapter 220 of the 
Acts of 1912 as amended by Chapter 73 of the Acts 
of 2002, and Chapter 142 of the Acts of 2009. 

3.5.2 Lots in Sewer Service Area - Right to 
Connect to Sewer 

All lots that are located in a Sewer 
Service Area in the Mattapoisett Neck Road Sewer 
project as described in Article 2 hereof created 
with the approval of Town Meeting by two-thirds 
vote, referred to hereinafter as a "Sewer Service 
Area," and that abut a way which has a common 
sewer therein shall have the right to connect to the 
common sewer located in the Sewer Service Area 
at any time, in accordance with rules, regulations 
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and directives of the Board of Water/Sewer 
Commissioners, and therefore shall be assessed 
betterments. 

3.5.3. Vacant Land 

The following rules shall apply to 
lots with no habitable structures located thereon 
shown as a separate lot on the Assessors' Map as 
of January 1 , 2010, referred to herein as "Vacant 
Lots": 

3.5.3.1 . Vacant Lots Inside a Sewer Service Area: 

The owner of a Vacant Lot located 
in a Sewer Service Area at the time of the 
Sewer Service Area's creation, which Vacant 
Lot abuts a way with a common sewer located 
therein, shall have the right to connect to the 
common sewer at any time and shall therefore be 
assessed a betterment unless (i) the Water/Sewer 
Commissioners determine, based on information 
provided by the Board of Assessors, that no 
dwelling can be constructed on said lot; or (ii) the 
owner of such Vacant Lot (a) provides proof to 
the Water/Sewer Commissioners that no dwelling 
can be constructed on said lot and (b) provides 
a writing suitable for recording at the Plymouth 
County Registry of Deeds encumbering such lot 
so that no structure requiring a sewerage disposal 
system or sewer system shall be constructed 
thereon. 

3.5 .3 .2 . Vacant Lots Outside a Sewer Service Area: 

The owner of a Vacant Lot not located 
in a Sewer Service Area at the time of the Sewer 
Service Area's creation, which lot abuts a way 
with a common sewer located therein, shall have 
no right to connect to the common sewer but may 
apply to the Water/Sewer Commissioners for a 
permit to connect to the common sewer under 
Section 3 .5 .4 below. 

3.5.3.3. No Sewer Extensions/Limit on Sewer 
Connections: 

(a) The Water/Sewer Commissioners 
shall not extend the common sewer solely to 
serve any vacant land even if such land is located 
in a Sewer Service Area, (b) The Water/Sewer 
Commissioners shall not approve any private sewer 
extension to service only vacant land even if the 
vacant land is located within a Sewer Service Area, 
(c) The Water/Sewer Commissioners shall not 
allow more than one sewer connection to each lot 
shown as a separate lot on the Assessors' Map as of 
January 1,2010. 

3.5.4. Lots Not in Sewer Service Area - Connection 
Provisions: 

Owners of lots located outside of 
a Sewer Service Area may not connect to the 
common sewer as a matter of right. Such lots 
are referred to hereinafter as "Non-Service Area 
Lots" and shall not be assessed a betterment unless 
they are granted a connection permit to enter the 
common sewer upon the following terms. 

3.5.4.1. Application: 

An owner of a Non- Service Area Lot 
who wishes to connect to the common sewer 
must make an application to the Water/Sewer 
Commissioners by a date certain to be set by the 
Commissioners, hereinafter called the "Application 
End Date." At least Sixty (60) days prior to the 
Application End Date the Commissioners shall 
advertise the Application End Date by notice (a) 
published in The Wanderer or other newspaper 
with a general circulation within the Town, (b) 
posted on the Commissioners' web page, and (c) 
posted at the Town Hall. 

3.5.4.2. Agreement: 
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An owner of a Non-Service Area Lot 
whose application to connect is approved by the 
Water/Sewer Commissioners shall be permitted 
to connect to the common sewer only upon the 
owner encumbering the owner's real estate with an 
agreement in form approved by the Commissioners 
that the applicant's land shall be (a) encumbered 
by an easement in favor of the Town to install and 
service grinder pumps on the land and (b) assessed 
a proportional betterment as hereinafter described, 
which agreement and easement shall be recorded 
with the Registry of Deeds. 

3 .5 .4.3 . Improved Lots Not Abutting a Common 
Sewer: 

Upon application made to the Water/ 
Sewer Commissioners by the Application End 
Date by an owner of a Non Service Area Lot with 
a building thereon, which lot does not abut a street 
with a common sewer therein, the Water/Sewer 
Commissioners may construct, or permit the owner 
to construct, an extension from the common sewer 
to the lot at the discretion of the Commissioners, 
and in compliance with all other local and state 
permits that may be required. 

3 .5 .4 .4 . Improved Lots Abutting a Common 
Sewer: 

Owners of Non Service Area Lots with 
buildings thereon, which lots abut a street with a 
common sewer therein, may be allowed to make 
a connection from the building to the common 
sewer at the discretion of the Commissioners, and 
in compliance with all other local and state permits 
that may be required, upon application made to the 
Water/Sewer Commissioners by the Application 
End Date. 

3 .5 .4.5 . Cost of Sewer Extensions and 
Connections: 

The cost of each and every connection 
described in this Section 3.5.4. shall be added to 
the overall cost of the Sewer Service Area project 
to be assessed as a betterment. The cost of each and 
every extension shall be paid in full in advance of 
construction by the applicant. 

3.5.4.6. No Connections allowed after Application 
End Date: 

After the Application End Date, no 
Non-Service Area Lot shall be allowed to become a 
part of the project unless the Sewer Commissioners 
are required to provide a connection by order of 
the Board of Health of the Town of Mattapoisett. 
The Sewer Commissioners may only deny such an 
order if for engineering reasons such a connection 
is not possible. 

3 .5 .4.7 . No Connections allowed North of Pump 
Station: 

In order to protect the integrity of the 
sewerage system of the Town of Mattapoisett, 
no individual or group of individuals shall be 
allowed to connect their property or properties to 
any portion of the sewer main that is North of the 
Pump Station located on Mattapoisett Neck Road 
as that part of the sewer main is not designed for 
individual connections. 
3 .5 .5 . Grinder Pump Easements: 

All lots connecting to the common 
sewer in the Mattapoisett Neck Sewer Service Area 
shall be required to use a sewer grinder pump. 
All grinder pumps shall be installed, owned and 
maintained by the Town. As the Town shall own 
all the grinder pumps, the cost to purchase and 
install said pumps shall be included in the overall 
cost of the Mattapoisett Neck Sewer Service Area

the costs of said project. As the Town will own 
grinder pumps on private property, each lot owner 
must, as a condition of connecting to the common 
sewer, grant an easement to the Town for the 
purposes of installing and maintaining said pump, 
and the Water/Sewer Commission is authorized to 
accept such easements on behalf of the Town. Any 
owner of a lot in a Sewer Service Area otherwise 
entitled to connection who refuses to grant such 
an easement shall have the right to connect to 
the common sewer at any time upon granting 
said easement and shall therefore be assessed 
a betterment. Use of grinder pumps shall be in 
accordance with rules, regulations and directives of 
the Commissioners. 
3 .5 .6 . Betterments: 

Except as otherwise may be voted by 
the Mattapoisett Town Meeting for a particular 
project, one hundred percent of the total cost of 
all sewer projects shall be assessed as betterments 
using the uniform unit method, with the objective 
that the entire project cost, including principal 
and interest payable on any borrowing associated 
with all sewer projects, shall be borne by those 
who benefit from the project. Except as herein 
described, betterments shall be assessed to all lots 
located in a Sewer Service Area which abut streets 
in which a common sewer is constructed or to be 
constructed. Betterments shall also be assessed 
to all Non-Service Area Lots who are allowed a 
connection to the common sewer as per Section 
3.5.4 herein. 

3 .5 .7 Allocation of Capacity: 

Sixty (60) days after the Application 
End Date for the Mattapoisett Neck Road 
Extension sewer project, the Water/Sewer 
Commissioners shall determine the total sewer 
system capacity that is required to serve all 
properties inside the Mattapoisett Neck Road 
Extension Sewer Service Area and those 
Non-Service Area Lots whose appHcation for 
sewer connections have been approved by the 
Commissioners and shall thereupon allocate 
any remaining sewer system capacity to other 
sewer projects for which design funds have been 
allocated. The Commissioners shall not allocate 
any additional capacity to the Mattapoisett Neck 
Road Extension after such time, unless such 
re-allocation shall be approved by a two-thirds 
majority vote at Town Meeting.

ARTICLE 20: AGRICULTURAL 
COMMISSION FORMATION 
Voted for the Town to amend the Town General 
By-Laws by adding the following by-law 
as Section 2.17 of Article 2, to establish an 
Agricultural Commission to represent the 
Mattapoisett farming community. Said Commission 
once appointed shall develop a work plan to guide 
its activities. Such activities shall include, but are 
not limited, to the following: serve as facilitators 
for encouraging the pursuit of agriculture in 
Mattapoisett; promote agricultural-based economic 
opportunities in Town; act as mediators, advocates, 
educators, and/or negotiators on farming issues; 
work for preservation of prime agricultural lands; 
and pursue all initiatives appropriate to creating a 
sustainable agricultural community. 

The Commission shall consist of seven 
members appointed by the Board of Selectmen, 
who shall serve for three years terms, with initial 
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terms as follows: three members for three years, 
two members for two years, and two members for 
one year. Of the seven members appointed by the 
Board of Selectmen, not less than four members 
shall have background in farming or agricultural- 
based enterprises in Mattapoisett and the remaining 
three shall have interest in farming. The Board of 
Selectmen shall, based upon recommendations by 
the Commission, fill any vacancy for the remainder 
of the unexpired term.
